If you are a candidate in a city with a Primary Election, 
please refer to the Notice to Candidate form you 
received when filing for office for the PFD deadlines. 


Failure to file by the 14-day due date will result in $10 
per day late fees. Failure to file by the 21-day due date 
will result in disqualification and removal from the 
ballot, unless your political subdivision has a conflict of 
interest ordinance/policy on file with the MEC. If filing 
deadlines are then not met, penalties (if any) are 
assessed by the subdivision according to its ordinance. 


The Missouri Ethics Commission calculated new 
contribution limits in accordance with the 
Constitution and determined that the following 
limits are in effect beginning January 1, 2020: 


For the office of state senator: $2,559; 
For the office of state representative: $2,046. 


These contribution limits apply to the August 2020 
Primary and November 2020 General Election. 


A primary election and the succeeding general 
election are considered two separate elections. 


Contributions for the general election cannot be 
received until after the primary election. 


Article III, Section 2(c), contains campaign 
contribution limits and a methodology for regular 
adjustments. This new provision to the Missouri 
Constitution established the initial contribution 
limits and base year amounts as follows: $2,500 for 


Annual Filers: 


If your name was submitted to our office by a political 
subdivision (county, city, school district, fire district, 
etc.) as a person required to file a Personal Financial 
Disclosure (PFD) due to a position held in 2019, you 
should have received a letter with instructions for e- 
filing along with your MEC Online ID and Password. 
You must file your PFD by 5:00 pm on May 1, 2020. 


If you fail to file by May 1, 2020, you will be assessed a 
late filing fee of $10.00 per day. After 30 days the fee 
increases to $100.00 per day, not to exceed $6,000.00. 
Additional penalties may also apply. 


An annual filer who is also a candidate should file their 
PFD by the earliest due date. Annual filers must file for 
each year (or portion of a year) for which they hold a 
position that requires the filing of a PFD. 


TIP: Time period covered is the calendar year of 
2019, unless you are a candidate, in which case the 
covered date extends through the last day of candidate 
filing for your position.

Rules and Advisory Opinions 


Orders of Rulemaking were published in the February 3, 2020 
Missouri Register, scheduled to go into effect March 30, 2020. 
Some of the rules relate to the registration and reporting 
requirements of out-of-state committees, committees domiciled 
outside of the state of Missouri, and federal political action 
committees which make contributions or expenditures to 
support or oppose candidates or ballot measures in Missouri. 


These rules are consistent with Article III, Section 2(f) of the 
Missouri Constitution. This provision prohibits candidates for 
the General Assembly from accepting contributions from any 
federal political action committee unless the committee files 
disclosure reports with the MEC. 


Recently Issued Advisory Opinions 

2020.01.CI.001 - 105.456.1(3) 

Section 105.456.1(3), RSMo, does not prohibit an elected official from accepting compensation to 
represent a client appealing a state agency decision to the Administrative Hearing Commission. Once 
such an adversary proceeding has begun, the elected official would not be prohibited from engaging in 
settlement negotiations with the state agency. 


2019.12.L.008 - 105.470, 105.473 

The members of the University of Missouri Board of Curators are not required to register as legislative 
lobbyists by virtue of their appointment in and of itself, and they are not required to register in order to 
respond to inquiries from the General Assembly. The opinion gives additional guidance as to registration 
requirement 


2019.10.CI.007 - 105.456.1(3) 

Section 105.456.1(3) prohibits members of the general assembly and statewide elected officials, who are 
also attorneys, from negotiating on behalf of paying clients with state agencies prior to the formal 
initiation of an adversary proceeding. The statute does not prohibit negotiation and informal contact 
after the filing of a complaint or petition or other similar pleading, nor does it prohibit such contact when 
no consideration is given.

Labor organizations, corporations and Missouri LLCs that elect to be classified as a corporation under 
federal tax code are prohibited from making contributions (monetary or in-kind) to candidate committees, ex- 
ploratory committees, political parties, and political party committees. 


No candidate for the general assembly can accept a contribution from a federal PAC unless the federal 
PAC has a registered committee with the MEC. 


Successful candidates: although the report is called the 30 Day After Election Report, if you are success- 
ful and had expenditures, the report must be filed BEFORE being sworn-in. Time period is from day after last 
report closed through the day before the swearing-in. 


To aid in recording and importing contributions and loans received, itemized expenditures all over $100, 
and contributions made, filers can use the Import Function in the e-filing system. View Excel Template, Import 
Function Tutorial, and Import Specifications. 


Business cards used for campaign purposes are considered printed material, see Campaign Materials Identifica- 
tion Requirements (Paid-for-by) Brochure. 


Examples of miscellaneous receipts include interest on the committee’s bank account, receipt of a rejected 
contribution, refund of overpayment to a vendor. 


Before opening a bank account for the committee learn the bank’s requirements. If the bank requires an 
EIN number go to irs.gov . Campaign finance law requires a bank account when registering a committee with 
MEC.

The MEC Annual Report System includes real-time data, in both graphic and 
table form, reported to the Commission during a calendar year. Electronic 
information can be found from calendar years 2017 forward. Because this is 
real-time data, this information is updated as reports are filed or amended, 
even for a prior year. Information provided for the current year is displayed 
as available. 


“This system is part of an ongoing effort by the MEC team to provide up-to- 
date information to the public on its website. We continuously seek ways to 
further the mission of the Commission by promoting transparency, and by 
educating and increasing awareness of these important laws concerning 
public elections and officials,” stated Elizabeth Ziegler, Executive Director.

Political Subdivision Ordinances 


Section 105.485.4, RSMo allows each political subdivision the option of adopting their own method of disclosing 
conflicts of interest and personal financial disclosure. If your subdivision chooses to adopt an ordinance, state stat- 


ute requires that the ordinance be adopted every other year by September 15. A certified copy of the ordinance 
must be filed with the MEC within 10 days of adoption. 


Please note—the minimum requirements outlined in statute for an ordinance do not include penalties. Any penal- 
ties that the subdivision is authorized to enforce should be established by the ordinance. Upon adopting the ordi- 
nance, the political subdivision becomes responsible for enforcing it. 


All candidates must file a Financial Interest Statement for Political Subdivisions if they have any transactions over 
$500 with the political subdivision, even if candidates are not listed specifically in the ordinance. If candidates do 
not have any transactions, consult ordinance for filing requirements. Make sure to review the ordinance prior to 
adoption to ensure it includes all of the aspects desired by the political subdivision.

Remember: 8 130.071.1, RSMo prohibits candidates from taking 
office until all reports are filed.

Campaign Finance Reminders and Tips 


e Contribution limits for candidates for statewide, judicial office, and the General Assembly are: 
Statewide office: $2,650; Judicial office: $2,650; 
State Senator: $2,559; State Representative: $2,046; 
e While these contributions limits do not apply to local candidates, there are numerous provisions that 
apply to all candidate committees, including local candidates. Under these provisions: 


Receive contributions from PACs; 
Make contributions to political party 
committees; and 


Receive contributions from political 
party committees. 


(Some cities and counties have local contribution limits for their candidates. Verify with governing body) 


Labor organizations, corporations, and Missouri LLCs that elect to be classified as a corporation under 
federal tax code are prohibited from making contributions (monetary or in-kind) to candidate 
committees, exploratory committees, political parties, and political party committees. 


A corporation or labor organization cannot contribute its own treasury funds to its connected PAC. 
However, the corporation or labor organization may contribute its own funds to an unconnected PAC. 


PACs and political party committees making an expenditure in support/opposition of a candidate/ballot 
measure must report the expense under the expenditures section and on the supplemental form. 
Any out-of-state or foreign corporation must be registered to do business in Missouri to contribute to 
any campaign finance committee. 


Successful candidates moving on to the November 3, 2020 general election need to remember to reset 
their prior election totals on the 2020 October Quarterly Report. 


The general election cycle ends at 11:59 p.m. on November 3, 2020. At 12:00 a.m. on November 4, 
2020, the next primary cycle begins. 


To aid in recording and importing contributions and loans received, itemized expenditures over $100, 
and contributions made, filers can use the Import Function in the e-filing system. View Excel 
Template, Import Function Tutorial, and Import Specifications.

2020 Legislative Update 


Legislative Liaison Change PFD Redaction Request 

State statute now allows for the redaction of a 
dependent child’s name and employment 
information from a Personal Financial Disclosure 
(PFD) statement upon filing a written request. 


Starting August 2020, employees who meet the definition 
of a legislative liaison will no longer be classified as a 
legislative lobbyist, and will not be subject to prior 
restrictions and MEC requirements. 


A legislative liaison is any state employee hired to com- 
municate with members of the General Assembly on 
behalf of any elected official of the state; the judicial 
branch of state government; or any department, agency, 
board, or commission of the state, provided such entity (Section 105.485.5, RSMo.) 
is a part of the executive branch of state government.
